2, As of early October, LO Lung-chi (1% té # ) was responsible for the Chinese 
Communist international liaison bureau in Hong Kong. Among his contacts have 
been CH'EN Chin-sha (ff 4 }p), several representatives of Commmist labor 
organizations in South Africa , and many overseas Chinese from Malaya. LO 
has been planning to make an organizing trip to Southeast Asia. 


3, QU«YANG Shan (&% 7% Js)3, nead of the Culture and Education Committee for 
South China, has ordered HO Ch’un-ying (Aaj ZF ig ), a female cultural agent, 
to Hong Kong to prepare for the arrival in Hong Kong of TS'UI Ta'ai-i 
(2% 4 #% ), director of the Cultural and Science Department (sic) of the 
Chinese Communist Government. S"UI arrived in Canton about 7 October. 


4. CHUANG Tien (4 1)" nas sent FEI Helao-tung (# 4. if )5 and CHOU Yung-yin 
OA 4 2%) as agents to the Democratic Republic o Vietnam (DRV). CHUANG's 
liaison center in Hong Kong is in the Wan I (% 4 )° Shop on the first floor 
of Hong Kong Ta Kung Seu (X 43 @ ). 


5. The South China Bureau has sent CH'EN Wei-tz'u (PR Ag WR.) to Hone Kong to 
supervise Communist agents. He often goes to the Bua Ch'iao (# &) Trading 
Company!, 114 Des Voeux Road. 


6, TENG Fei ($3), also known as TENG Liang (¥P Q ), has returned to Hong 
Kang after a period of training in Canton. He was formerly a chief Conmunist 
agent in the Colony. He frequents the Chung Chiang (¥ 34) Dispensary, 796 — 
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To The Hua Nan (2 ,@] ) Auto Company®, fourth floor, 5 Des Voeux Road is a Chinese 
Commnist espionage center and o purchasing station for war materiale for 
Communist China. 
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The Nan Bua (19 ) Manufacturing Company? of Hors Kong hae received an order 
for 500 junk engines and 500 automobile engines from the Chinese Communists.

According to information available to this office, 
CHEN was active in April 1951 in the Hua Ch*iao or Overseas Chinese Trading 
Company. This company was engaged in procurement of material for the 


Chinese Communists and cornering foreten exchange. 


Inc. U.S.Ac, of 
the same addreas, who are authorized dealers for De Soto antomobiles in Hong 
Kong. iS Bue Sen Motors is a subsidiary

as supplying Diesel engines for junks being fitted at Whampoa. 
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
